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USSR FOEL CONSUMPTION PATTERN 


Tables 1 and 2 show that both for the USSR as a whole and for the mjor 
consumers of fuel in the USSR there has been a decrease in the relative share 
of expenditures for fuel oil and wood and a considerable increase the use of 
coal and peat. 

Table 1 also shove that the consumption of Donets coal, which increased 
in absolute figures by 76 .3 percent, has at the same time decreased i« relative 
proportion to the total consumption of fuel from L6.3 percent in 1932 to 
percent in 1937 - At the same time, consumption of Kuznetsk coal increased 
absolutely by 136.2 percent and relatively from 7.7 to 9.5 percent. A still 
greater increase is shown in the case of "other basins," i.e., 335 percent 
in absolute figures and from 7.8 to 17.8 percent in relative figures. 

These figures clearly illustrate the great changes which the Second Five-Year Plan 
introduced in the use pattern of coal in the USSR.
